Yes, she spoke with other tongues and 
this mighty preacher heeded and ac- 
cepted this experience and became a 
mighty preacher to the winning of 
many souls to Christ. 

From another minister still active 
for God, I have this testimony: He 
had stopped in a mission in California 
and before the regular service was un- 
der way he heard a child praying in 
German, which, of course, was at- 
tractive to him, since that was his 
mother tongue. Thus he expected the 
service to be conducted in German, 
but this expectation brought a disap- 
pointment which he afterward ex- 
pressed to the minister in charge. He 
was then informed that there was 
some mistake, that no one there

Then there came the interpretation 
which was repeated over and over 
again—“Psalms 53:1, Psalms 53:1, etc., 
etc.” He was so impressed he could not 
rest as over and over Psalms 53:1 
rolled in his mind. He said, “Although 
I have no faith in the Bible I will find 
out what it says anyhow.” (It’s dan- 
gerous to tamper with God’s sword.) 
When he found Psalms 53:1, he read, 
“The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God.” He hurried to the 
people of the church and said, “My 
God! I have been a fool. Pray for me.” 
Yes, he was gloriously saved. The Holy 
Ghost is God’s agent here and is do- 
ing His work well. 

A captain of a tramp steamboat 
told me his story: I did not know a 
thing about God. I had only been to 
church twice in my life and that as a 
small boy when my mother took me. 
The only use I knew for God and Je- 
sus was as words to swear with. I was 
involved in a lot of crooked business. 
The crew on my boat were rough men 
but things began to happen when I 
had to hire a new seaman who proved 
to be an efficient seaman but a very 
peculiar sort of a fellow. After his 
work was well done, he was never 
found in the rough games of his fel- 
low seamen but could often be found 
reading a little black-bound book 
which he always carried in his pocket 
over his heart, and, too, he was often 
found in some out-of-the-way corner, 
down on his knees—mumbling— 
mumbling—mumbling. A strange fel- 
low indeed! Finally, we came to port 
after a long voyage and I was curious 
to know what this peculiar fellow 
would do when he went ashore, as I 
already knew what the other boys 
would do. So I shadowed him, slipping 
along until I saw him enter a door. I 
followed to find myself in a lively 
gospel mission. That night I could not 
see into it. The next night I began to 
understand, and the third night— 
well—something got hold of me, and 
before I had time to realize just what 
was taking place I was kneeling at the 


altar. About this time I heard the 
peculiar seaman shout, “Praise God, 
there’s my captain. Pray, Captain, 
pray!” I never had prayed but 
thought it time to try so I prayed, “O 
God, if there is a God, do your 
STUFF,” and, praise God, He DID. I 
was saved then and there, and I held 
right on until I received the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost. We returned to 
the boat, a peculiar seaman with a 
peculiar captain. I was the happiest 
man on earth. I had all my men sum- 
moned to the cabin where I preached 
my first sermon, that turned things 
into a revival in which all of my crew 
but two were saved. 


A powerful testimony depends not 
on skill of speech or years of exper- 
ience but “according to the power that 
worketh in us,” Eph. 3:20. 

The Holy Ghost experience is of un- 
told value in this perilous war. A Spir- 
it-filled merchant seaman put into 
port in our city and was with us in 
service, where he registered his testi- 
mony of his faith in God. The follow- 
ing morning he resumed the voyage 
which he knew to be hazardous. In 
about ten days he returned with a 
greater testimony of the comforting 
power of the Holy Ghost. He had 
sensed danger and could not be at 
ease, but the night before the disaster 
he committed himself to God, then in 
the comfort of the Holy Ghost retired. 
He was awakened by torpedo explo- 
sions early in the morning. The boat 
ahead went down in seconds, with 
many lives lost, but on the boat with 
the praying man no one was lost. 
They were at safe distance in lifeboats 
when they saw their boat submerge. 
Who can doubt that “the Spirit 
maketh intercessions”? Rom. 8:26. 

Recently a visitor from China came 
by and gave me this story: A congre- 
gation of Holy-Ghost-filled Chinese 
were proceeding with their worship 
when they heard Japanese planes, 
then the whine of falling torpedos. 
Quickly they called on God for pro- 
tection and while praying one tor- 
pedo hit the roof of the church, it was 
not too late for God. He caused it to 
roll off the church and a safe distance 
away before it exploded. Invasion 
soon followed and in a few days one 
of the brothers from the church re- 
sponded to the knocks at his front

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“Postwar Missionary Work in 
Russia Doubtful” 


Paul B. Anderson, international Y. 
M. C. A. official and authority on Rus- 
sia, told the Board of Missions of the 
Methodist Church at its annual meet- 
ing held in Buck Hill Falls, Pa. Dr. 
Anderson continued, 

“There seems to be little chance of 
carrying on Christian missionary 
work in postwar Russia, at least in its 
generally accepted form,’’ he said, 
“because under the law, the only per- 
missible occupation of a religious 
worker is conducting a service of wor- 
ship, and all services of worship must 
be carried on by citizens of the Soviet 
Union.” 

While there is freedom for religious 
worship as well as for anti-religious 
meetings, there is no freedom for re- 
ligious propaganda in Russia, Mr. An- 
derson pointed out, adding: 

“Religious societies cannot establish 
mutual aid funds, cannot use proper- 
ties for other than religious purposes, 
cannot have special meetings for 
prayers, cannot have classes, cannot 
have playgrounds, libraries, reading 
rooms, women’s organizations, Sunday 
Schools, medical aid, mutual help or- 
ganizations, or cooperatives.”

Christian Mission on World Order 

In the greatest nation-wide effort 
of Protestantism in years, thousands 
of church leaders from Bangor, Maine 
to Walla, Washington, will participate 
next month in the Christian Mission 
on World Order to demonstrate their 
interest in a just and durable peace 
and their determination as Christian 
citizens to achieve it. 

Paul G. Macy, Acting Director of the 
Christian Mission under the joint 
auspices of six great church agencies 
representing more than 25,000,000 
Protestants, announced that church 
leaders would gather together for one- 
day missions in 100 cities and 39 
states and the District of Columbia 
during the first three weeks of No- 
vember. 

Macy said that more than 75 men: 
and women, many of them nationally 
known in the fields of religion,. edu- 
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cation, government, law, and others, 

have accepted assignments as mem- 

bers of teams who will travel from 

city to city to speak and participate in 

discussions of a Christian world order, 

according to Christianity and Crisis.

Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of 
the United States, has proclaimed 
January first as a day of prayer 
throughout the nation. This is indeed 
timely and appropriate. Such a day 
of prayer would have probably meant 
more if it had been proclaimed be- 
fore the war. It is good, however, to 
pray when we are in trouble if we are 
not willing to pray before we get into 
trouble. The President said, 

“At the beginning of the new year 
1944, which now lies before us, it is 
fitting that 'we pray to be preserved 
from false pride of accomplishment 
and from willful neglect of the last 
measure of public and private sacri- 
fice necessary to attain final victory 
and peace. 

“May we humbly seek strength and 
guidance for the problems of widen- 
ing warfare and for the responsibili- 
ties of increasing victory. May we find 
in the infinite mercy of the God of our 
fathers some measure of comfort for 
the personal anxieties of separation 
and anguish of bereavement.”

Intolerant Spain and Religion 


Through “Evangelical Christen- 
dom,” organ of World’s Evangelical 
Alliance, a report comes with regard 
to Spain, in which it is stated, “Much 
is happening in Spain, but the situ- 
ation with regard to religious liberty 
still remains unrelieved, and even 
grows worse. Places of worship have 
been generally closed, and in Madrid, 
only one is to be considered open, and 
this is not to be regarded to be free 
from restrictions. It is forbidden to 
print, import or to circulate the Bible 
in any part of Spain. Large numbers 
of Bibles are reported to have been 
confiscated or destroyed, and some 
Spanish pastors and evangelists have 
been murdered; others are still in 
prison. Protestants are reported to be 
generally mistreated because of their 
religious belief, and cannot obtain 
employment. They are even denied 
the right to bury their dead in ac- 
cordance with the Protestant Church 


rites. All Protestant day-schools — 


been closed and children of Protes 
tants are forced to attend the State 
School where they are, according to 
report, forced to ‘venerate an image 
of the Virgin Mary and to learn the 
Roman Catholic Catechism.’ What did 
Spain fight for? Was it not for re- 
ligious freedom? How then has she 
become a slave? For lack of protesta- 
tion and defiance of satanic ideology. 
I fear that in the wake of the present 
world conflict a similar thing will fol- 
low. I fear that ‘religious freedom’ is 
now being lost behind the lines.” 
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Text: Matt. 3:11, “I indeed baptize 
you with water unto repentance: but 
he that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not worthy 
to bear: he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 

These words of John the Baptist 

@.:- not the first prophecy of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, but John, be- 
ing a great man and well known, we 
feel that it would be a good starting 
point. 

We find that the word “baptize” 
comes from a Greek word, meaning to 
dip, plunge, or immerse. In these 
perplexing hours in which we are liv- 
ing, the writer feels that our only 
hope to service is to be immersed in 
the mighty Spirit of God. 

The Holy Ghost or Holy Spirit, be- 
ing as the Bible teaches the third per- 
son of the Trinity, is a great comfort 
and help—a teacher, a guide, and a 
power giver, and He is to prepare us, 
too, for the ministry and make us 
bold for Christ. 

A steam engine is of little value and 
of no pulling value without steam. 
A church is helpless and powerless 
without the Holy Ghost in operation 
in its midst.

In Luke 24:50 we find after Jesus

He, Jesus, led them out as far 
as Bethany, and He lifted up His 
hands and blessed them. My, those 
followers must have been happy to 
receive a blessing from such a divine 
One. 

Acts 1:4, “And, being assembled to- 
gether with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from Je- 
rusalem, but wait for the promise.”

you with water; but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.”

Are 
you thoroughly cleansed by the 
blood? Is all on the altar? If so, you 
are a candidate for the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. If not, get things in order. 
Pray up and get the blessing. 


They waited on the Lord about ten 
days—no one discouraged—but kept 
the faith that the Holy Ghost would 
fall. Time was fulfilled and it came 
suddenly as a mighty rushing wind. 
I imagine they were quaking, shak- 
ing, prostrate on the floor, and danc- 
ing in the mighty Spirit of God.

Soon 
the rainy season will be over and 
Christ will gather the fruit of the 
early rain at Pentecost and also the 
fruit of the latter rain, some by the 
resurrection and others by translation. 

All will be gathered home together 
and spend the eternal ages with 
Christ, our King. 

Remember, the same _ Spirit that 
raised Jesus from the dead will also 
quicken your mortal body. 

Would you like to have the bless- 
ing? Then only believe in simple 
faith and He will give according to 
His Word. 

Only a few years ago I received the 
blessing and I never shall forget that 
night. God made my call to the min- 
istry so sure to me. 

Dear seekers, don’t depend on 
someone else to do your praying or 
saying glory, glory, glory. There will 
be no glory until you get the glory 
down in your soul. I remember while 
seeking the blessing good, faithful 
ones worked hard around me and fi- 
nally everyone stopped praying and 
clapping their hands and I was left 
to do my own praying.

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Our Dark Glasses or 
What Price Holiness?

“ |... now we see through a glass, 
darkly,” 1 Cor. 13:12. 

In his annual address at the last 
General Assembly, and which was 
printed in the Evangel for our pe- 
rusal, Brother J. H. Walker furnished 
some interesting statistics regarding 
the number taken into the Church the 
past year, as compared with the num- 
ber of ministers and laymen working 
to get that number in. I presume such 
data were furnished us in order that 
we might face facts, and arouse our- 
selves. 

One thing is sure. We might be 


trying to deceive ourselves, but “God~™ 


is not mocked,” and we are not fooling 
the world. We are permitting too 
many of our people to wear DARK 
GLASSES! And just as dark glasses 
keep the light and sun from the nat- 
ural eye, just so do the dark glasses 
obscure the Light and Son from the 
spiritual eye, and folk cannot see Him 
in our lives. Consequently, the Church 
in general suffers. 

In these days, one eye is covered 
by the lense of FALSE PRIDE. True 
holiness at one time had a price on it. 
Folk really enjoyed being just a little 
different from the world. ° Women 
really believed that “favor is deceitful, 
and BEAUTY IS VAIN, but a woman 
that feareth the Lord, she shall be 
praised.” Now if it were not so serious, 
it would be almost laughable to hear 
our folk referred to as “holiness” folk. 

When, may I ask, did true holiness 
folk ever have to resort to beauty 
parlors to make themselves presenta- 
ble to be in the service of the Lord? 
When did true holiness folk ever have 
to be told how long or how short to 
wear their dresses? If we would only 
realize it, we were born with a sense 
of decency to guide us in that respect! 

False pride has blinded many a 
spiritual eye to the harm of cutting the 
hair, when God says if a woman has 
long hair it is a glory to her. Our Min- 
utes provide that if a woman does 
have short hair at the time of her 
conversion, she can come into the 
Church, providing she lets it grow. 
However, it is a common joke, in some 
parts, that it seldom ever grows. 
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And our skirts! False pride has sent 
many a skirt not only to the knee 
these past few years, but in some 
cases, an inch or two above. And if one 
says anything, we are told we ought 
to keep our minds “above such 
things.” I do not believe the men in 
the Bible who admonished us to dress 
“in modest apparel” had their minds 
on sensual things. And it is a foregone 
conclusion when one sees a person 
sitting in a congregation with her 
knees half covered, and her hair 
bearing the marks of having spent 
five or six hours in a beauty parlor 
having it fixed the “latest,” she has 
not spent as much time as she could 
have in PRAYER. And yet we call 
ourselves “holiness.” 

The other lense to our dark glasses 
is FALSE SYMPATHY. Why are we 
getting so loose and sympathetic in 
dealing out advice on love and mar- 
riage? Why do we put our sanction on 
loose friendships, and on folk having 
not only two, but sometimes three 
living companions? Folk who know 
better, and who should give better 
advice, get to “feeling sorry” for some- 
one who claims to be madly in love, 
and instead of giving them the advice 
they should have, they give them the 
“go-ahead” signal, and thus lives are 
shattered and ruined through mis- 
given advice and sympathy. And the 
Church suffers again! 


What price, holiness? The blood of 
the Son of God! And whenever we can 
rid ourselves of the shoddy “stuff” of 
so-called “holiness” and be what God 
wants us to be, we can claim healing 
for our two ailments, false pride and 
false sympathy and quit wearing dark 
glasses, and the Church of God will 
prosper.

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We Would See Jesus

Text, Heb. 2:9, “But we see Jesus, 
who was made a little lower than the 
angels for the suffering of death, 
crowned with glory and honour; that 
he by the grace of.God should taste 
death for every man.” 


To be exalted to a higher position 
is the desire of most every one. To 
leave a low estate is welcomed by most 
every individual. Most every energetic 
person is looking for higher honors; 
to be placed at the head of the class. 
The vice-president is not aspiring for 
the janitor’s place, but is longing for 
the time when the board of directors 
will elect him to the presidency. Most 
of us had rather see our name in the 
first ranks and we like to feel that our 
place is an important one. 


To condescend to a lower place or to 
be set aside is one of the hardest, most 
unbearable things that come to us 
and many lose their standing with 
God just because they have to step 
aside and share their honor with 
others. One of the most coveted things 
is honor and fame in the sight of the 
world and our step for this is to start 
up from where we are. Never think of 
moving down and starting from a low- 
er position, but to win that coveted 
place with the Lord and have the 
honor we long for is to move down, 
down, much lower than many are will- 
ing to go. 

LAYING ASIDE HIS GLORY 

I would like to call your attention 
to the fact that the first thing done 
in the plan to redeem man was a lay- 
ing aside of position; heavenly stand- 
ing; glory. Phil. 2:6,7, “Who, being in 
the form of God, thought it not rob- 
bery to be equal with God: But made 
himself of no reputation, and took 
upon him the form of a servant.” 
Jesus did not think it was robbery to 
claim the honor of being equal with 
God, but to hold this equality with 
God, there would be no Savior of the 
world, no voice saying, “Come unto 
me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden,” no bleeding, agonizing, suf- 
fering Savior, no conqueror over 
death and the grave, no one to bless 
poor, suffering humanity. To be the 
Savior of the world we see Him laying 
aside His vestment of glory, putting 
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on the attire of a servant and becom- 
ing obedient to a life of suffering, 
shame, humiliation, cross bearing and 
death. With His vestment of glory on, 
He was equal with God and one of 
the most highly esteemed of heaven; 
all these His very own, but He could 
not taste death with all this honor 
and robed with the glory that He had 
and His highly honored position. 
Therefore, He laid it aside and became 
a servant, despised and rejected of 
men, a man of sorrow, acquainted 
with grief, that He might taste death 
for every man. 


Paul, speaking in the text, said we 
see Jesus not as a man among men, 
but one made a little lower than 
angels for the suffering of death, 
crowned with glory and honor; not 
only the Son of God but as the Savior 
of the world, who despised the shame, 
endured the cross and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God. 

When we look upon Him do we see 
more than a mere name? Can we see 
in Him the unmerited favor of God’s 
grace? The thought of Jesus has no 
more effect on many than a mystical 
story of so man who lived once 
upon a time?Pbut to those who become 
acquainted with Him, it is far more 
than a name. Come, let’s look at Him; 
we want to see more in Him than ‘the

lukewarm, unconcerned church mem- 
ber can see. If we are going to look at 
Him from an exalted position, we can’t 
see Him as a lowly servant, as a lowly 
Nazarene, as a friend to sinners, as a 
messenger to the poor, a burden- 
sharing, load-lifting friend. All we see 
is a dominating figure, merely a form, 


nothing but a name. All the qualities @ 


of a Savior are not seen as we look at 
Him if we are looking from an ex- 
alted position. Mere professors see in 
Him only a name whereby they may 
carry on their activities. The founda- 
tion of real Christian living is hidden 
from view by the falsely professed 
vision they have of Him. Once a man 
said he made his profession for the 
purpose of helping his business. His 
vision of Christ was very poor, but I 
am afraid it is similar to the vision 
of many professed Christians of today. 

When we look at Him through a 
selfish mind the real virtues of His 


‘life are never seen and a selfish mind 


promotes ideas that conform to the 
selfish motives of the individual, and 
as long as the vision is obstructed with 
selfish ideas, the real object of the 
vision will not be seen. 
MEAL TICKET 

Many followed Jesus, enjoyed His 
presence and, no doubt, said many 
great things about His healing their 
sick, blessing the poor, raising the 
dead. They found Him a very precious 
man as long as He gave them what 
they wanted. The opportunity came 
for a greater vision, something to do, 
move up closer for a greater view, 
“BECOME A PART OF HIM.” EXCEPT 
YE EAT OF THE FLESH OF THE 
SON OF GOD AND DRINK HIS 
BLOOD YE HAVE NO LIFE IN YOU 
(John). Oh, I never realized this. 
Why, I have been having so good a 
time I never have had to sacrifice a 
thing in my life! How can I do this? 
Is there more to this than I have 
seen? “I HAVE TO BECOME A PART 
OF HIM.” This is a hard saying, who 
can hear it? Many turned back and 
walked no more with Him. Minister, 
member, if you see no more in Jesus 
than these saw, if your call is prompt- 
ed through the vision of a meal ticket, 
a good parsonage to live in,.a good 
automobile to ride in, just the step- 
ping into a good time, you have never 


seen a vision of a God-called minister, 


and when the vision you see begins 
transforming you, melting your very 
soul, changing your whole life, that 
self is lost in the view and your soul
